“I feel that the measure of support accorded in the first 
year of civic service enabled me to obtain a grasp of affairs which 
was instrumental in pointing out many roads along which the 
fortunes of Victoria and its people may be made to prosper.

personalities that will sit round the imperial 
Conference table in London next month will be 
General J. B. M. Hertzog. the Prime Minister of 
South Africa, who is already on his way to Great 
Britain. Just a little more than ten years ago he was 
. in open revolt against British rule in his native country 
and did lus best to embarrass those in authority. Less 
than three years ago he was advocating the secession of 
the Union from the Empire and the establishment of 
a republic. Nor did he consent lo remove this plank 
from his political platform until Labor made it clear 
to him that it would not support his opposition to 
General Smuts on any such plea. Office has mel¬ 
lowed h|m somewhat and while he may at times try 
to believe that South Africa woutd be better of? out 
of the Empire than it is within it. he no longer openly 
advocates his ok) policy; on the contrary, he has em¬ 
phatically declared on numerous occasions that his 
country would make a great mistake if it were to cut 
the tie. 

General Hertzog’s attitude towards the flag 
question is unpopular with his political opponents and 
their supporters. It is useful to them as campaign 
material. But, he. will find no objection to his pro¬ 
posal in Great.Britain. The people there'are not dis¬ 
turbed because the Irish Free State has its own flag, 
because Australia and New Zealand have their own 
flags, or because Canada similarly is desirous of fol¬ 
lowing the example set by the oilier Dominions. In 
fact, as m the case of this country, many of the de¬ 
signs and suggestions lor a distinctive South African 
emblem were sent from Britain. General Hertzog. 
moreover, 'will be as warmly welcomed in London 
as his predecessor in office has been welcomed so 
many times. It is more than likely that his visit will 
change some of his views on many matters related to 
Empire associations. In any case, such reminders as 
may be given him of his earlier attitude to the British

SPAIN AND HER TROUBLES 

I T MAY/ Bfc THA F THE SPECIAL COR- 

respondent of The London Daily Express has not 
spared the color in the picture which he has 
painted of conditions as he found them recently in 
Spgin; but it is plain that a very great deal already 
ha* taken place and is still taking place about which 
nei’her the Spanish people themselves nor the outside 
public have any knowledge. What has been allowed 
to pass the eigid censorship which has been in oper¬ 
ation for weeks indicates in no uncertain fashion 
that the regime of General Primo de Rivera has lost 
much of its attraction for the people and is in actual 
conflict with a large section of thc^military forces. 

Under these circumstances it is difficult to see 
how the present Premier can retain power. His posi¬ 
tion is entirely different from that of Mussohni in 
Italy where the black-shirt leader still manages to 
dominate a substantial body of Fascist soldiery. As 
soon as the Spanish people realize just how slender 
de Rivera’s hold really is upon the country they 
will support any leader whose objective is a change 
in the present form of government. They are already 
suffering under a tremendous burden of taxation and 
the official persecution of the "intellectuals*’ is pro¬ 
ducing a sullenness which may’ become very inflam¬ 
mable material. 

King AlphonsoY position in the present crisis is 
a delicate and difficult one. If it is true that General 
de Rivera threatened to proclaim the country a re¬ 
public. with himself as President, if the monarch 
ihouid yield to thr demand* of the rebellio u s military 
officers, the relationship between the two has taken 
the inevitable turn. As long as it was possible to 
keep His Majesty under his thumb, as it were, at a 
distance from influences inimical to his position as 
Prime Minister and dictator in general, it was not 
necessary for de Rivera to remote his mask and 
show his teeth; the atmosphere of the "telephone revo¬ 
lution" was undisturbed. 

It may be, however, that the King still >is either 
unwilling or too weak to assert such authority as may 
remain to him, and that he considers it more prudent 
to see which way the political wind will blow. But 
the prospect is anything but a rosy one for him. He 
is already compromised and it is very doubtful whether 
any faction strong enough to challenge de Rivera and 
his followers would take a lenient view of the position 
of the sovereign Who had permitted the original dicta¬ 
torship. In the general sense, of course, there is noth¬ 
ing particularly novel in the situation. It merely fur¬ 
nishes additional evidence that this form of despotism 
has no place in the modem scheme of things.

G old production in Canada has 

»hown a steady increase during the last .ten years. 
This has been due largely to the discovery of the 
new goldfields in Northern Ontario. This rate of in¬ 
crease, moreover, is likely to he sustained for some 
years to come, not alone because of the production 
that will come from properties now undergoing de¬ 
velopment. but also because of production from the 
new Rouyn fields in Western Quebec, and from new 
fields now under development in Manitoba and in this 
Province. Last year the total production in alt 
Canada was 1,740.386 fine ounces of gold valued 
at $35,976,970. Approximately 84 per cent, of this 
production was obtained from the mines of Porcupine 
and Kirkland lake in Northern Ontario, and 13 
per cent, from our own Province, the remaining three 
per «nt. coming from Nova Scotia. The value of 
Canada's total recorded production of goli-sincc the 
year 1858 now amounts to $580,786,381. The 
world's total production of gold has been declining 
since 1912, but the Canadian output is still increas¬ 
ing annually, and since 1922 Canada has stood third 
among the countries of the world as a producer of 
this precious metal. The present output is at the 
rjite of nearly $ 100,000 per day and this rate wilt

Intelligent persons no longer be 
Hava that every child haa to have 
measles, or Indeed any other dis¬ 
ease It I* now realised that the 
aphorism, prevention is greater than 
cura. I* so obviously true that It de¬ 
mands no argument In l»a support. 

While measles Itself Is not gener¬ 
ally a serious disease, its complica¬ 
tions are sometime* so severe that 
they result In death or In disabilities 
which last throughout life. Further¬ 
more. the disease 1* unusually con¬ 
tagious. and condition* are especi¬ 
ally serious when it develops In an 
Institution auch ns a school or or¬ 
phanage housing large numbers of 
children 

The search for a general measure 
of prevention ha* therefore been a 
continuous one. and I* only now be¬ 
ginning to offer what appears to be 
extremely promising developments. 
PREVENTION 

Unfortunately, we have not yet for 
measles the specific organism or 
specific methods «*f prevention that 
ere avails hie for diphtheria • and 
Scarlet fever. True, several investi¬ 
gator* have reported the isolation of 
organisms, nod have offered evi¬ 
dence In support of their contention 
that these nr* the direct oause. None 
of the evidence thus far available 
has been sufficient to convince the 
majority of bacteriologists that the 
organism concerned-ls definitely ea- 
tnhlished as the causative agent. 

The most promising method# for 
creating reirtstanee to measles eon- 
slnt In the Injection into those ex¬ 
posed to the disease of th*«*rum or 
fluid matter of the blood of children 
who have recently recovered from 
the disease In Now York city more 
than 1.B00 children In Institutions In 
whlc.h <‘A*e* «f men ales were pre¬ 
valent. received such preventive In- 
joctlon*. Almost 800 of these chil¬ 
dren were Inter exposed In one man¬ 
ner or other td contact with the dis¬ 
ease.

The steering mechanism of a car 
should be frequently Inspected..

Or It is often simple to 
file a little off the shaft so as to secure this effect. 

* Many thousands of golfers unquestionably handicap theraselvss by 

w uslng ill-balanced clubs. They may not be sufficiently experienced in the 

* geme to realise that this defect is the cause of much of their trouble. 

The professional handling clubs every day of his life, snd constantly on the 
look-out for one that gives the sense of perfect balance (my own set of 
eleven has come of a very long process of elimination and selection) knows 
Instinctively the Instant he waggles a club whether Its distribution of 
weight Is right. * 

I strongly advise the average golfer who wants ro Improve at the game 
to take hla kit to his professional, and. ask him to examine the balance of 
each club. I seldom voluntarily recommend pupils to discard clubs and 
substitute others, because there Is always the fear lurking In a professional's 
mind that people may think he Is angling for skies, but the aspiring golfer ; 
who especially asks for guidance on the subject Is more likely than not to 1 
be the chief beneficiary.

Similarly, the lie of the mid-iron and the maehle should-correspond. 
In short, there should be graduated uniformity in this respect right 
through the set. It Is hopeless to have a mixture of flat lies and upright 
lies. And yet one sees it in bag after bag. • • 

CAUSE MANY ERRORS 

It Is natural for the player to address the ball In much the same wav. 
for every shot (except that the shorter the shaft, the nearer he stands to 
the hall) and If he has clubs of mixed lies, some will never b* grounded 
properly, with the full length of the sole resting on the turf, during the 
address. By the same token they will not be In the correct position tfrthe 
Instant of Impact. 

It will be observed that there are two mongrel clubs In my set. They 
have come there by chance discovery, and they have served me well for 
many years. No rule can guide the rholce of a mongrel club, save the 
faJth that It will he valuable for a'Certain type of shot. Then it Is fre¬ 
quently a fine agent of faith which comes to the rescue when one Is In 
doubt as to, whether any of the ordinary* clubs will serve the purpose.

A trip around the city's water¬ 
shed in these days is like opening 
a historical work dealing with the 
early pioneer life of the Coast, 
"(he Vancouver Island Trunk 
Road" will be remembered by 
many early residents of this city. 
So will "The Leechtown Trail,'* 
where gold-bearing water oncL 
drew a settlement that was to 
flourish and fade with the rapidity 
of a stampede. On the waters 
of the Leech R iver up lo a few 
years ago lived an aged China¬ 
man who had gone to the gold- 
town in the rush. He washed an 
average of $2 in gold for a seven- 
day week, and this had he done 
for two decades until death laid 
down his pick and cast the shadow 
of mould over the shaky cabin that 
of had been his home. 

INDIAN TRAILS AND 
PORTAGES 

Indian trails, used by warring 
tribesmen in the early days before 
the advent of the whiteman and 
his settlements, still clear a way 
through the brush for the adventur¬ 
ous tripper of 1926. Canoe port¬ 
ages, resting places, and drinking 
holes still mark the place where 
braves gathered on their way to 
and from tribal battles. 

Nor is the future unravelled in 
the present. Some say that Sooke 
Lake can be raised to a level of 
thirty-five feet over its present 
height, impounding a volume of 
water far in excess of present needs. 
Wholesale irrigational development 
of the environs of the city might ne¬ 
cessitate this; and the plan may be 
fought out by future councils on tha 
prosaic basis'of cost accountancy 
rights and privileges. 

With present facilities the city 
waterworks is capable of serving 
Ti population five limes as great is 
it does to-day. Its fifty square 
miles of timber land constitute a 
natural park, the magnificent 
grandeur of which takes away the 
breath of the beholder. At Gold- 
stream flats there is a level sward, 
tree-shaded, which surpasses the 
most extravagantly expensive play¬ 
ground laid out by the hand of 
man. This the Provincial Gov¬ 
ernment has further enhanced by 
the gift of waterfront lots at the 
site this year. 

Its course watched by trained 
men alive to their work; its price 
fixed by councils concerned with 
the capitalization of debt, the life- 
giving waters of Sooke and Gold- 
stream flow from a source serene 
and beautiful as only nature's 
handiwork can be; and without 
which the southern end of Van¬ 
couver Island would be a barren 
desert, the bald sands of which 
would glare at the evening sun out 
of a land of desolation.

"One day." he is reported lo 
have remarked, “a great settle¬ 
ment will draw its water from this 
source."

with water lifted from the ocean, 
lika an Olympian blowing soap- 
bubbles with a mammoth pipe;

the Sooke and Goldstream hills 
for their daily life. 

The water is caught on the 
peaks of the goldstream range, 
along rolling valleys of the 
Sooke hills, and guided at every 
turn into great collecting basins, 
where it is stored for future use. 

Sooke Lake, five miles of water 
drained from a large watershed, is 
computed to contain 5,555,000,- 
000 gallons. The Goldstream 
lakes, with their satellites. Jack 
and Loon lakes, hold a further 
3,600.000,000 gallons. Hump¬ 
back reservoir, a collecting and dis¬ 
tributing centre in the city water 
system, encompasses I 36,000.000 
gallons. In the heart of the city 
"itself. Smith's Hill reservoir con¬ 
tains 16.000,000 gallons.

Fifty square miles of finely tim¬ 
bered lands comprise the holdings 
of the Victoria waterworks system, 
all of which was bought, and is 
being paid ior year by year by the 
ratepayers.

THE POTATO BUG 


The potato bug (huggo Colorado) 

I does best In a rich, sandy soil. It 
can be brought to Its greatest natural 
perfection by planting within Its easy 
reach a crop of potatoes either in 
rows or hills. 

‘it was my good fortune last Rum¬ 
mer.** says Professor Allgons, the 
famous author of "Partaites and'Paiis 
Green, "to come Into possession of 
a splendid pair of potato bugs, male 
and female. 

"Both bugs Were set out In the 
garden in a spot suitably chosen near 
a potato plant. 

"To my great delight on visiting 
the garden on the third day, I found 
that the two young housekeepers had 
laid a rich nestful of eggs carefully 
set on the under side of a potato 
leaf. The joy of the parents reached 
Its maximum when a few (lays -later 
the eggs hatched Into a group of tiny 
little buglets.

The cave probably Is the “spook¬ 
iest” place in the' world, because it 
la inhabited by countless thousand* 1 
of Iwis.

DROWNED IN THE DARK *

other men have gone down without 
ropes and have not returned. Their 
lifeless bodies, however, hare been 
found, weeks later, floating on the 
surface of the Pecos river. In the sun¬ 
light. more than KKF miles south of 
here! 

Guides agree that only a fraction 
of the cave* ha* been explored. Be¬ 
yond this gulf, where men disappear 
and are found drowned many mile* 
away, there la undoubtedly a laby¬ 
rinth of pannage way * and halls, lost 
in undisturbed darkness. Thera la 
a Job there for some explorer.

L ONDON, Sept. IS —Seven hundred 
years ago October 4, next, 
Francesco Bernedone, the 
“little Brown Brother/’ bade death’s 
farewell to his “Lady Poverty.” Italy 
will celebrate this date as a •'solemn 
national holiday, pilgrims Will come 
from all over the world to the little 
hill town of Assisi, hatreds will be 
forgotten and King and Vatican 
alike will pay tribute to St. Francis. 

Part of this is due to the character 
of the man himself, to his gentle 
teachings, and part to the patriotic 
call to devotion on the part of Mus¬ 
solini, who has never been accused 
o{ being overly devout. But it in 
”11 Dues’* hlnifelf who has - called 
Francesco "the most Italian of saints 
and the most saintly of Italians.” 

LAST FOR MONTHS 

The real celebration of the life and 
works of St. Francis already has 
started and will extend through the i 
rest of the year. A committee at 
Assisi has been named to collaborate 
with similar commemorative commit¬ 
tees in America, Italy. France, Bel -1 
glum and Spain. 

The moat important rites will oc¬ 
cur October 4 when the Papal Lr-I 
gate. Cardinal Merry del Val. will 1 
officiate. During October the three 
Franclsan virtues of poverty, hu¬ 
mility and chastity will be specially 
celebrated by miracle plays.

The die-hards are afraid that Labor may get command of the 
House of Commons. Therefore, while they" have a majority, they 
want to “reform” the House of Lords. Under the Liberal Govern¬ 
ment of II. H. Asquith, now Lord Oxford, the lords were shorn of 
most of their power. 

Practically all veto of money bills was taken away from them. 
Die-hards visualize a Labor Government passing some sort of 
capital levy, with the lords helpless to block it. Therefore, they 
want a smaller House of Lords in which some of the members 
would be hereditary and others elective by representative bodies 
of the community. They want this House of Lords to pass on money 
bills and to have other authority. In other words, they want a 
fairly permanent block in the path of the Labor Government, if 
one ever again materializes. 

A CONSPICUOUS OMISSION 

The present Tory Government is also responsible for a notable 
act of omission. In Washington in 1919 a draft convention was 
adopted designed to limit working hours to eight per day and 
forty-eight per week. Last March at a conference in London the 
Ministers of Labor of Belgium, France, Germany, Great Britain 
and Italy signrd an agreement on its interpretation. 

Belgium recently kept ita words and passed the necessary bill. 
In Germany a bill has been drafted for submiasion to the Reichstag. 
France Las done nothing. .Italy increased the working- hours The 
present Government of Great Britain allowed Parliament to 
adjourn without taking any steps at all. On the other hand, it 
adopted a “permissive” bill, allowing coal miners to work longer 
hours.

OIL AND RUBBER 

And now we come to two of the 
most important natural products 
that threaten to throw the world 
mto another turmoil—oil and rubber. 
But the chemtst is ahead of us this 
time.

A rubber-like substance has al¬ 
ready been obtained from petroleum 
oil. although it isn't the material 
equal to that derived directly from 
the rubber plant.* Other chemical 
processes are being developed to syn¬ 
thesize rubber, while every large 
country is testing its soils for the 
cultivation of the rubber plant at 
home.

A child with measles la likely to 
complain of Inflamed eyas. How¬ 
ever. the room should not be kept 
dark unices the child la too young to 
wear colored spectacles. Sunlight Is 
an ess e ntial for the welfare of pa¬ 
tients with measles, as wan as for 
persona who are suffering from any 
other disease. 

If the eyelids tend to stick, they 
may be bathed with bbrlo add solu- 
tlen or plain warm water

Following the sponge bath, the 
body may be dueled with some light 
talcum powder which will prevent 
Irritation of the akin resulting from 
the eruption.

CONTAGIOUS

Naturally, a patient recently re¬ 
covered from measles should not be 
allowed to come Into Intimate con¬ 
tact with any person suffering from 
a disease of the lungs.

LIGHT DIET

Holding of the Breath 
Is Good Test of Health 


A Healthy Man in Prime Condition Can Hold Breath Fifty to 
Sixty Second,—Shortness of Breath i, Symp- 
. . tom of Various Diieasea 


A GOOD, hraltliy man In prim, 
condition can hold bla breath 
fifty to sixty seconds after tak- 
lng a deep breath. If ha does not 
breath* in deeply before starting the 
teat he can hold hia breath 40 to 80 
seconda. 

Ths test Is very easily made. The 
mouth Is firmly closed and th* nostrils 
are shut off by th* finger* of one 
hand. The time can be taken with 
an ordinary watch that baa a minute 
hand, though a etop watch Is some¬ 
what better. The person under test 
should sit quietly in an upright posi¬ 
tion. Any man can’ do the testing on 
himself. Tbe length of time a 4 >erson 
can hold his breath may tell a good 
deal about his physical corditlon. 

In heart disease he can get along 
without breathing * only about 1A 
seconds. A person with an active 
Bright’s disease likewise can hold his 
breath for only 15 seconds or there¬ 
abouts. In both heart and kidney dis¬ 
ease the length of time is a fair index 
of the condition of th* patient. If 
he is not doing upU he cannot hold 
hia breath long. 

Diabetes is another disease which 
causes the time to be shortened. In 
consumption the breath holding period 
Is shortened and the more the dtseasqj 
progresses the shorter it becomes. 


, However, tbb effect of consumption on 
breath holding Is less than waa ex- 
' pected. Unquestionably, tha breath 
holding period is short in pneumonia, 
list in’that disease tfie'Veist is not very 
practical. 

Some physician of large experience 
has shown that If a patient with pneu¬ 
monia breathes 54 times n minute, or 
oftener, he will not recover In all 
probability. A respiration rate of M 
times a minute indicates breathless¬ 
ness. This breath holding test Is 
merely another way and a better one 
for measuring breathlessness. 

Dr. Mercur of Pittsburg has worked 
but th* chemical prlndptsa which 
caused some people to he relatively 
breathless, while other* could go 
longer without breathing.
